Land deals 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council met behind closed 
doors on Jan. 19 to approve 
the purchase of lands 
needed for the Hwy. 400- 
Line 5 Interchange, and the 
Southeast Arterial Road 
(SEAR). Four "Offer to Sell 
Agreements" were approved; 
dollar values were not 
revealed. Later in the public 
portion of the meeting, council 
also began the expropriation 
process for five properties 
needed for the SEAR, and two 
properties on Coffey Rd. for 
the interchange. 

“This process did start 
quite a few months ago, and 
there's still the opportunity 
to negotiate,” said Mayor 
Rob Keffer. The number of 
properties being considered 
for expropriation is small, 
when compared to the total 
land acquisition needed - or 
the expropriations that took 
place during the 8th Line- 
Dissette St. widening. 

Simcoe Road tender 

Council has awarded the 
tender for the Simcoe Road 
Urbanization Project to 
North Rock Group Ltd., in 
the amount of $13,063,530 
- requiring approval of an 
additional expenditure of 
$430,000, over the original 
budget. A cost-sharing 
agreement with developer 
Fernmark Homes remains to 
be worked out. Construction 


is to begin in 2016. “I'm super 
happy to see this road finally 
being done," said Councillor 
Peter Ferragine. 

Newton Robinson Bridge 

Council, in Committee of 
the Whole, recommended 
awarding the tender for the 
reconstruction of the Newton 
Robinson Bridge to Bronte 
Construction Ltd., in the 
amount of $1,121,807.32 plus 
applicable taxes. 

Tax Increment Grant 
Application 

The Town of BWG received 
and approved its first Tax 
Increment Grant, under 
the Downtown Community 
Improvement Plan (CIP) - a 
request from W.B. Skwarchuk 
Funeral Home at 30 Simcoe 
Rd., for relief from the 
increased tax assessment 
resulting from the expansion 
of the funeral home. The 
annual grant was initially 
approved at $2,923.50, but 
Councillor Gary Baynes 
successfully argued that the 
grant should cover 80% of the 
increase in taxation, based on 
approved changes to the CIP 
program. Council agreed, and 
increased the grant amount to 
$8,352. “It doesn’t affect the 
taxpayer,” said Baynes, noting 
that existing taxes will still be 
paid; it's only the new, higher 
taxes resulting from the 
improvements that are offset 
by the grant.

Improving the CIP program 


In 2013, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury council estab- 

fbid’s downtown and Industrial 
Parks, hoping to provide incen¬ 
tives for economic develop¬ 
ment, and building improve- 

But the response to the pro¬ 
grams - which included grants 
to cover development charges 
on new construction, building 
permits and planning fees, as 
well as facade, landscape and 
signage improvements - has 
not been as strong as hoped. 

Jonathan Hack of Sierra 
Planning was retained to 
review the “functionality'’ of 
the CIP programs “and how 
effective they've been,” and to 
provide recommendations. 



Hack acknowledged that 
“the take-up has been modest” 
In fact at the time of his review 
there had been no applications 
for the tax-based redevelop¬ 
ment grant - a grant that off¬ 
sets the tax hike resulting from 
expansion or renovation. He 
proposed increasing the tax- 
based redevelopment grant 
from 75% of the increase in tax 
assessment, to 100%, to make it 
more attractive. 


Other recommendations 
included simplifying the appli¬ 
cation and evaluation proc- 

industrial renovations as well 


ing, to inform companies that 
not onlv mumctpal but county 
development charges can be 
offset through the program. 

Hack also urged council to 
“tweak” the Downtown OP, “to 
make it a bit more amenable” 
- offering online application 
forms, making grant funding

available to both properly own¬ 
ers and tenants, simplifying the 
process and design criteria, and 
lowering the minimum grant to 
fund smaller projects. 

The goal is to provide incen¬ 
tives, to encourage businesses 
within the downtown core “to 
improve their properties now, 
as opposed to ’never’; now as 
opposed to lOyearsfromnow,” 
Hack said. 

He also suggested “reset¬ 
ting” the program - restarting 
the program in 2016 or 2017, to 
offer maximum benefits. The 
CIP Area program started in 
April 2013, with grants for up 
to 100% of eligible costs; but 
for each year that has passed, 
the percentage of the grant 
decreases - with the program 
set to end after five years. The 
reset would bring the grants 
back up to 100%, and restart

grams for seniors housing, and 
hotels - "You’re incentivizing, 
to get those developments to 
come to town. That’s a good 
purpose for a CIP.” - but not 
for the Hwy. 400 lands. "It’s a 
highly desirable area It doesn’t 

A staff report recommended 
changes based on Hack's report 
- resetting the start date of the 
CIP programs, advertising the 
rebate of county development 
charges, increasing the tax- 
based grantto 100%, simplifying 
design guidelines and applica¬ 
tion forms “to make it less cum¬ 
bersome’; reducing the mini¬ 
mum project cost to $2,000 for 
facade, landscape and signage 
applications, and from $50,000 
to $20,000 for building restora¬ 
tion and renovations. 

Two suggestions sparked 
extensive debate in council. 
Both the consultant and staff 
argued against making the 
CIP Grants retroactive, noting 
that the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs is opposed. "That runs 
counter to the whole idea of 
incenOvtzing," said economic 
development officer Michael 
Disano, noting that the goal of 
the program is "to encourage 
improvement, not to reward 
improvement.” 

But Councillor Peter Ferrag¬ 
ine argued that the applications 
should be retroactive, at least to 
the start of the OP in 2013, since 
a number of property owners 
undertook projects before they 
knew about the program. Fer- 
ragine’s resolution, asking staff 
to look at making grants retro¬ 
active, resulted in a tie vote and 
was defeated. 

There was also debate over 
how to extend the incentives 


to projects outside the current 
boundaries of the CIP Areas, 
including both a hotel and 
a seniors’ accommodation 
project (Bekerman Properties’ 
proposal on 10 Sideroad). 

CAO Geoff McKnight 
detailed two possible options: 
expanding the CIP Area to all of 
the Bradford Settlement Area, 
or bringing in a DC Deferral 
Program, allowing developers 
to put off payment of develop- 

“The quickest process is a 
DC deferral program," McK¬ 
night said - although he admit- 
ted that the CIP was “more 
impactful,” providing grants 
to cover development charges 
rather than just delaying pay¬ 
ments, and offering grants for 
planning fees, building permits 
and signage. 

The downside: expanding 
the CIP Area would take “sev¬ 
eral months... at least four,” 
McKnight said He also warned 
of financial implications for the 

Council voted to receive the 
recommendations, approve 
proposed changes to the CIP 
Programs and schedule a pub¬ 
lic meeting - and ask staff to 
draft both a DC Deferral Pro¬ 
gram and expanded CIP Area 
for the Bradford Settlement 
Area, for future consideration. 

Outside the meeting, a 
spokesperson for Bekerman 
noted that a CIP was the com¬ 
pany’s preferred option, since 
incentives would offset both 
municipal and county DCs, 
currently 7% of the overall 
budget. Deferral would only 
result m a minor savings over 
the long term, ofinterestonthe 
amount owing.

Supporting seniors’ 
accommodation 


I his Bradford West 

A Gwillimbury council, in its 
first year in office, has made seniors’ 
accommodation a priority, right up 
there with economic development, 
and servicing of the Hwy. 400 
Employment lands. 

There have been roundtable 
discussions on the need to stop 
the attrition, as Bradford West 
Gwillimbury continues to lose its 
seniors, and as long-time residents, 
unable to find housing here, move 
away to "adult lifestyle” communities 
in Newmarket, Barrie, Innisffl and 
Beeton. 

Numerous meetings over the 
years identified a need for accessible 
housing, affordable housing, 
bungalows and condominium- 
style options, including higher-end 
accommodation, that would allow 
seniors to remain in their community, 
close to friends and family. 

Now there is a proposal by 
Bekerman Properties to build a 
senior community on a property 
on 10 SR, purchased from St. lohn's 
Presbyterian Church - and council 
has the opportunity to put its money 
where its mouth is. 

Councillors have talked about 
working with developers to include 
more senior-friendly housing in their 
plans of subdivision, but with one 


exception, have yet to achieve success 

- although we're not sure why. One 
would think that residential builders 
would be more aware of the rising 
grey tide of an aging population with 
well-lined pockets. 

So it’s time for council to sweeten 
the pot, and provide incentives 

- which it can do through a 
Community Improvement Plan Area. 

The municipal act prevents 
councils from providing "bonuses” 
or benefits to attract development 

- but within a CIP Area, there’s a 
suite of approved incentives, from 
grants rebating planning fees and 
building permits, to development 
charge grants. Council can use 
those incentives to fill the need 
in the community for seniors 
accommodation. 

Simply deferring DC payments, 
as has been proposed, may not be 
enough, in today’s competitive and 
costly market 

Council shouldn't look at the grant 
as a 'loss' of development charges, 
since the Bekerman proposal was 
not part of any DC calculations 
for the town's finances and future 
infrastructure, but a new project 
outside of those calculations. 

Instead, council should look at it 
as short term pain for long term gain: 
Jobs, tax assessment, and seniors’ 
accommodation.

Owners of newly constructed homes may receive 
a tax bill for the value of the vacant lot only, until 
the home is assessed. Once the house is assessed, 
you will receive a supplementary/omitted tax bill for 
the taxes on the value of your home. This process 
may take up to 3 years and the taxes due will be 
retroactive to your date of occupancy. For an estimate 
of your annual taxes, multiply the purchase price of 
your home by the current tax rate (2015 tax rate 
was 0.01119161) or contact the Finance Department

The Bradford Ministe¬ 
rial Association met on Jan. 
20, at St. John’s Presbyterian 
Church - a meeting of the 
pastors and ministers who 
lead Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury’s churches. 

They break bread together, 
talk about the challenges and 
needs of their churches, and 
discuss how best to nurture 
a faith-based community, at 
their monthly meetings. Last 
Wednesday, they also gath¬ 
ered to say goodbye to mem¬ 
ber Rev. Daniel F. Graves, 
Priest in Charge at Trinity 
Anglican Church for the past 
five years. 

On Jan. 31, Rev. Graves will 
leave Bradford to become 
the incumbent at St. Paul's 
Anglican Church in Newmar¬ 
ket. Fellow clerics took the 
opportunity to say goodbye 
at the Ministerial Associa¬ 
tion meeting - and to “roast" 
Graves, reminiscing about 
evenings spent ballroom 
dancing with their wives, 
and the memorable 'Back to 
Church Sunday 7 outreach at 
the Bradford GO Train Sta¬ 
tion, in front of train #666. 

“I’ve appreciated how 
you’ve been part of the team 


here, jumping into the Minis¬ 
terial,” said Tim Walker, sen¬ 
ior pastor at Bradford Baptist 
Church. “It makes for a rich¬ 
ness we all get to share.” 

“Thank you so much for all 
that you are and all that you 
have given to this town, your 
church, this Ministerial,” 
added Pastor Kent Nielson, 
of Bradford Alliance Church. 

“It's been a good five years 
in Bradford,” Father Dan 
later said - with both practi¬ 
cal and 'intangible' achieve- 

“The practical - bring¬ 
ing the church to a greater 
degree of health through 
elimination of our debt, cor¬ 
recting the infrastructure,” 
he said, giving as examples 
the renovation of the base¬ 
ment hall, and installation 
of a new roof. A fundraising 
campaign, to raise money for 
the repair of Trinity Anglican 
Church’s bell tower, is “75% 
of the way." 

And the church, which 
had a $220,000 deficit when 
he arrived, now posts a mod¬ 
est annual surplus. 

Graves also oversaw the 
closure of St Paul's Coulson’s 
Hill, and integration of that 
congregation with Trinity. 

"Those kinds of practical 


things are important, and I 
played a role in that,” he said 
- but there’s also an intan¬ 
gible side, that comes from 
"being present in the com¬ 
munity, and after five years, 
feeling the whole town is 
family.” 

He has presided over 
funerals and weddings, com¬ 
forted the grief-stricken, and 
served as Padre to the Brad¬ 
ford Legion. 

“I see myself as a neigh¬ 
bourhood priest, in the 
Anglican tradition,” Father 
Dan said. “You're not only 
the priest of the church, but 
of the whole community. 
Whoever needs you, you’re 

Graves has a background 
in healing ministry. With 
a B.A. in Religious Studies 
from York University, and 
a Masters of Divinity from 
Trinity College, he is now 
working on his MTh from 
Trinity, completing his the¬ 
sis on Richard Hooker, a 16th 
Century theologian “who 
kind of defined Anglicanism. 
He offers a very robust and 
compassionate view of the 
church... Still timely.” 

Throughout his years in 
Bradford, Father Dan has con¬ 
tinued to be deeply involved 
in the diocese, and in the his-

Just how important were 
the early preachers in West 
Gwillimbury? What did then- 
words mean, in the rough- 
hewn lives of the pioneers, 
who carved their freehold 
farms out of the silent forests? 
Rev. Fr. Daniel Graves, of 
Trinity Anglican Church, pro¬ 
vided a sense of the role of 
the preacher in Pioneer Ont., 
at the Nov. 28 meeting of the 
BWG Local History Associa¬ 
tion. From the earliest itin¬ 
erant “saddlebag” preach¬ 
ers like Rev. Adam Elliot, 
who travelled the Tecumseth 
and West Gwillimbury cir¬ 
cuit on horseback in the early 
1800s, to Canon Featherstone 
Lake Osier, the first resident 
Anglican clergyman in the 
area who arrived in 1837, Fr. 
Graves made the case that 
the preacher was an impor¬ 
tant source of information 
and authority, as well as sal- 

It was all too easy for a 
“backwoods man” to fall into 


depravity; alcohol was ini¬ 
tially far more available than 
the word of God. When Osier 
took up residence in the area, 
he didn’t hesitate to visit his 
parishioners, or use illness as 
an opportunity to exhort the 
sinner "to reflect on the state 
of their soul.” 

And although some of 
Osier’s exhortations may 
seem “very harsh” - he 
refused the Last Sacrament 
if he felt the patient was "not 
at all prepared to admit sin" 
- he succeeded in bring¬ 
ing his parishioners from a 
"spiritually destitute state” to 

present suffering is the nexus 
in which the life of glory will 
be revealed'; bringing mean¬ 
ing to lives too often cut short 
by illness, Graves said. 

In fact, Osier saw his pasto¬ 
ral care as extending not only 
to the spiritual but the physi¬ 
cal side. 

Canon Osier shouldered 
legal duties, from settling 
inheritance disputes to ensur¬ 
ing his flock had valid wills, 
and provided basic medical 


care. With the nearest trained 
physician no closer than Hol¬ 
land Landing, Osier built a 
solid reputation “with a litde 
common medicine, and more 
than a little common sense.” 

He was also an educator, 
establishing a Sunday school, 
and eventually aseminaryfor 
back-woods rectors. "Osier 
was one of the few educated 
men in the backwoods,” and 
used that knowledge to ben¬ 
efit his parishioners, Graves 
said. “The ongoing ministra¬ 
tions of a permanent minis¬ 
ter was a benefit to this com¬ 
munity.” 

Until Canon Osier’s arrival 
in the area, the Methodists 
and Baptists were “doing a 
better job” of reaching the 
pioneers. A resident minister 
was needed to create a strong 
Anglican parish in the com¬ 
munity - which Osier did, 
reportedly establishing 28 
congregations during his 20 
year tenure. 

Canon Featherstone Osier 
was the father of Sir William 
Osier, Canada’s pioneer of 
diagnostic medicine.
